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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive in regards to 
the art at hand. An analysis of the art is provided below. A more detailed response will be given in response to a notice of appeal or 
RCE. 

The applicant argues the same arguments made in the last action: that Low doesn't teach the remoteness of the backup store, and that 
Low cannot be combined with Browne and/or Reed. The examiner maintains that Low teaches that SPA clearly backs up both 
information stored within SPA AND information stored within SSP. The information in SSP is also stored locally within itself before 
transmitting to remote SSA. 

As for combining references, Low is a generic non-protocol and non-network specific teaching. To implement it in real life, in other 
words, requires teachings regarding protocols and networks. The cited portions show clearly the benefits of using particular networks 
and protocols, and thus provide motivation to use those items. More specifically, Brown teaches as shown the desire to build on its 
legacy protocols in order to save money, and Reed teaches the extra functionality that its alternative protocols provides. 

Therefore, the rejection is maintained for the reasons above.
